were found a quantity of poignards, revolvers 
of large caliber and ammunition. He was fol- 
lowed night before last to an tsolated house in 
the neighborhood of the fortifications, where 
were found a list of names, a number of red 
flags, different rallying signals, descrip- 
tion of the troops occupying the forts 
surrounding the capital and à carte 
de visite of a person in the service 
of the sovereign now at war with France.

Oce 
of the officers received a wound ia 
the breast, and a fireman was 
very seriously wounded by three bullets. 
Four guns kept at the station were carried 
away. The policemen of the 19th a:rondisse- 
ment, who ran to their aid, also reeetved a 
volley. One fell instantly dead and the oth- 
ers were seriously wounded. Physicians 
think there is little hope of the recovery of 
two of them. A little girl was also killed by 
a stray ball from a revolver. The police,” led 
by their officers, and under orders of 
the commissary of police, arrested 
immediately the ricgleaders and four 
of their accomplices. The population 
co operated, and, full of enthusiasm, pro- 
ceeded, of their own accord, to make other 
arrests. The guns taken from the firemen 
have been retaken. The weapons abandoned 
by the insurgents were also seized, and, a call 
toarms having been spontaneously made in 
the quarter, a goodly number of national 
guards were got together, who, 
with the aid of the citizens, 
cop'ributed towards the re-establishment 
of order. A squadron and company of the 
guard of Paris;which immediately arrived we e 
hailed with warm acclamations. The Ser- 
geante de Ville also received the applause 
merted by their courage. The commissary 
and agents of police bave made great efforts 
to protect the individuals under arrest. They 
number about fifty in all. They were im- 
prisoned in the depot of the prefecture during 
the evening. Two persons were also taken 
there whom a student pomted out 
on the boulevard St. Michael. They 
carrted daggers identical with those seized on 
the Boulevard Villette. They offered resist- 
ance on being taken, and refused to answer 
the first questions put them. After 5 o’ciock 
the Boulevard Villette resumed usual quiet. A 
crowd of 3,000 to 4,000 persons continued 
s arch for the rioters, and manifested the 
highest” indignation, At a quarter past six 
other parties made an attack on the sentries 
of the tame station. Two were arrested by 
the National Guard and locked up in the bar- 
recks. The rioters will be brought before a 
court-martial to-day.

The Heroes and Heroines of the luais 
Settlement. 
{from the Owen News.] 

The most reliable account of the Indians’ 
attack on the Iunis settlement, near Frank- 
fort, Ky., in 1792, is that given by the Rev. 
Abraham Cook, a brother of Jesse and Hosea 
Cook, whose wives were the heroines of tue 
settlement. The attack was made on the 28th 
| of April, 1792, by about one hundred Iodjansa, 
and at three polots almost simultaneously. 
The first onset was upon the Cooks, who lived 
in cabins close togetuer, and where was dis- 
played a degree of intrepiaity rarely equaled in 
our annals. They were shearing sheep near 
their cabins. Ihe sharp crack of rifles was 
the first intimation of the r of the 
Iudians, ard that fire was fatal to the Cooks 
—the elder fell dead, and the younger brother 
was mortall wounded, but enabled to reach 
the cabia, ne two Mrs. Cooks, with three 
children, two whites and one black, were la- 
stautly collected in the house, and the door, a 
very strong one, made secure 

The Indians, after having discharged their 
rifles at the door witnout injury, attempted 
to cut it down with their tomahaks, but with 
no better success, The younger Cook died as 
soon as he entered the nou e, and the women 
in the midst of all the sorrow, determined 
with a bigh resolve to defend the house, There 
was a rifle iu the house, but no balls could be 
found. Iu this extremity one of the women 
found a musket ball, and, placing it between 
her teeth, bit it ip two pieces, and instantly 
loaded the rifle The udians then held a 
consultation. One sca himself on a log 
in front of the house, and made light of the 
efforts of the white squaws to snoot a red 
skin. She fired upon him from an aperture in 
the door, when the Indian gave a yell, pounded 
into the air and fell made them 
more cautious They were so isfunated they 
attempted to burn the house.

Affairs in Tennessee. 

There are three candidates for the Dem- 
ocratic Gubernatorial nomination in Ten- 
nessee. The election was fixed by the 
new constitution for the first Thursday in 
November. A convention has been called 
to meet in Nashville on the 13th of Sep- 
tember to select a nominee. 

Gen. Jonx C. Brown is a younger 
brother of ex-Gov. Neri S. Brown. Be. 
fore the war he was a Whig lawyer in 
Pulaski, taking little part in politics and 
devoting himself to his profession, in the 
practice of which he was successful. Like 
the great body ot the Tennesseeans he was 
a decided Union man until the commence- 
ment of hostilities, when he raised a reg- 
iment and took the field as a Colonel of 
infantry. He distinguished himself as an 
officer and soldier; was repeatedly com- 
mended for gallantry; was promoted, first 


— a Brigadier and then a General of divis- 


100; and came out of the fight with a good 
many tough scars and a high character for 
military and personal worth. Since the 
war he has pursued his profession in Pu- 
laski, appearing only as a member of the 
late Constitutional Convention, over the 
deliberations of which he presided. He 
belongs to the most Hberal political school 
of the period; and, in addition to his an- 
tecedents and abilities, is a young and 
handsome man of admirable address and 
unusual force of character. During the 
war be married a niece ef Mrs. Jawes K. 
Polk. 

Gen. WIILIAX A. QuaRLes, of Clarks 
ville, is an Old-line Democratic politician 
and lawyer, a brother of a former Whig 
member of Congress from the Nashville 
district, and himself a candidate for Con- 
gress against the late Gen. ZOLLICOFFER. 
He entered the Confederate service as a 
Colonel and came out a Major General, 
being, like Gen. Brown, commended and 
promoted tor gallantry. He ws an exceed- 
ingly showy man and ready speaker; and, 
being in the prime of life and backed by 
the straight-out, Old-line, and red-hot Dem- 


. ocratic element, may be regarded as the 


immediate competitor of Gen. Brown. 
The newspapers of the State are dividing 
on the two, and the contest before the con- 
ven tion is likely to be a sharp one. 

In the event of a tailure to agree on 
either Gen. Brown or Gen. QuARLEs, the 
Hon. Arntruus 8. CoL_yar is betore the 
people, and will be urged im the conven- 
tion as a Compromise. He was an old 
Whig politician and lawyer beiore the war, 
living in Winchester. In 1863 he was 
elected a member of the Confederate Con- 
gress, and served as a member of the mili- 
tary committee. Alter the war he re- 
moved te Nashville, and took an active 
part in affairs. It was to him, more than 
to any one man, that Nashville owed its 
deliverance from the carpet-baggers who 
had bagged it. He is a man of ability and 
courage, an eloquent speaker, and an en- 
ergetic politician. 

Any one of the three citizens named 
would make an acccptable Governor of 
Tennessee. The contest between them 
develops nothing of outside interest. 
There 1s quite an animated discussion go- 
ing on about the local organization of the 
party, but as this has turned chiefly on 
names, which are likely to settle them- 
selves, it is not of much consequence. The 
main point is to beat the Radicals, and 
there is no doubt that this can be done by 
Brown, Quakigs or Cor ran very hand- 
somely, whether the anti-Radical elements 
be called Democratic, Conservative or 


? Liberal. 


Kentacky University. 

Kentucky University has a biography 
more interesting than that of the hero in 
some novels, and its character as an edu- 
cational mstitution is marked with original 
and striking traits. Fifteen years ago Mr. 
Jonx B. Bowmax, a farmer of Mercer 
county, Ky., and a graduate of Bacon 
College, resolved, though a young man, to 
devote bis life to the founding of a great 
institution accessible to the poor young 
men of the country and so endowed as to 
place within their reach the best facilities 
for all kinds ot literary, scientific and pro- 
fessional training. The idea of founding a 
great free university for young men ap- 
peared at that time like the project of a 
dreamer, and could only be realized by the 
eflorts of some one willing to devote him- 
self to the work with unquailing taith in its 
success. Mr. Bowman has ever since 
worked at his project with a vigilant en- 
ergy and fertility of resource that have 
surmounted all obstacles, improved every 
opportunity and placed upon a foundation 
of safe and progressive prosperity an insti- 
tution that already stends among the uni- 
versities of the world like a young giant 
of iron nerve and modern lite among 
corpulent and drowsy elders of his 
family. 

To proyide ample grounds, buildings, 
libraries, museums, apparatus, endow- 
ments, prize ſunds and secure the services 
of eminent and devoted professors, Mr. 
BowMan first set out to obtain as the cor- 
ner-stone of the enterprise an endowment 
fund of a balf million of dollars. He sought 
to Obtain this amount, and at the same 
time to enlist the interest and sympathy of 
the people in his success, by a financial 
scheme ef novel conception, which has 
worked Ie a charm. In 1856 be began 
to canvass for steck subscriptions, and 
during bis first-one hundred and fitty days 
of actual labor he obtained $150,000 in 
notes, chiefly on the substantial tarmers of 
Kentucky. These notes were made paya- 
ble in easy installments, and the priacipal 
when collected was safely invested. A cer- 
tificate of stock was issued to each sub- 
ecriber, with coupons attached, 
value equal te one year’s tuition, and made 
transferable. The cotipons were redeema-

period. Mr. Bowman continued to collect 
and invest the funds subscribed and to 
give his labor to the institution not only 
without charge but at the sacrifice 171 
own interests. 

Next the college buildings, with all the 
libraries and apparatus, were destroyed by 
fire, and it became necessary to select a 
new location. The trustees of Transylva- 
nia University, at Lexington, intimated a 
willingness to convey the grounds and 
buildings of that iustitution to the curators 
of Kentucky University on the condition 
of its removal to Lexington. While Mr. 
Bowuax and a committee of the curators 
were meeting in Frankfort in January, 
1865, to consider this proposition, the Leg- 
islature took up for consideration the prop- 
osition of Congress to grant Kentucky 
880,000 acres of land for the purpose ot 
agricultural and mechanical education. 
The State, with a heavy debt upon her, in 
the midst of the war, was not prepared to 
accept the grant with the conditions im- 
posed and the munificent provision of Con- 
gress seemed likely to be lost to Kentucky. 
Propositions to accept the grant and fur. 
nish the necessary grounds and buildings 
and thus meet the conditions of this new 
ahd difficult educational problem were 
invited by the Legislature. At this junct- 
ure Mr. Bowman, believing that bis own 
plans and efforts in behalf of education 
were in strict harmony with the highest 
interests of the State, came forward and on 
his own individual responsibility proposed 
to consolidate mto one great institution the 
university at Harrodsburg, Tranylvania 
University and the Agricultural College 
and to locate the whole at Lexington. He 
further proposed if this consolidation 
should be effected to, provide an experi- 
mental tarm and all the requisite buildings 
and to furnish gratuitous instruction to 
three hundred students to be selected by 
the State; and he furthermore teed 
that the board of curators would carry out 
in the agricultural department the intent 
ot the act of Congress encouraging the ed- 
ucation of the industrial classes. 

A bill to this effect was ac 
cordingly drawn up and after a 
long and animated discussion in the 
General Assembly it was passed by a large 
majority; and Kentucky University was 
removed to Lexington, the grounds, build- 
ings and endowment of Transylvania 
University were formally trausterred to the 
board of curators and the State Agricul- 
tural College was made a part of the uni- 
versity. The capital of the institution 
now exceeded half a million of dollars. 

Mr. Bowman raised $100,000 in Lexing- 
tom, and in 1866 purchased for the perma- 
nent site of the Kentucky University, 
“Ashland,” the homestead of Henny CLar, 
and the adjoining estate of “Woodlands,” 
which extends within the city limits of 
Lexington. Upon this tract of 483 acres 
of unsurpassed beauty and fertility are 
now to be tound, besides the old mansions 
and offices pertaining to the Clay and Ir- 
win estates, numerous new club-houses, 
dormitories, machine-shpps, ornamental 
and experimental grounds, gardens, or- 
chards, nureeries, vineyards, propagating- 
houses, green-houses, arboreta, large li- 
braries, museums, laboratories, and all the 
accessories to every kin of educational 
training. The endowment and the real 
estate together reach a cash value of about 
$800,000, and last year the matriculants 
numbered over 800. 

The colleges of the University are seven, 
to-wit: The College of Science, Literature 
and Arts. The Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical College oi Keutucky. The College oi 
the Bible. The Normal College. The 
Commereial College. The College of Law- 
The College of Medicine. 

While the course of study and instruc- 
tiom in each college is full and complete, 
yet the four first named above are so asso- 
ciated that a student regularly matricu- 
lated in any one of them may have the 
benefit of instruction in the others without 
additional charge for tuition. : 

The several colleges thus associated fur- 
nish the most liberal provisions for educa- 

ion, whether or 

general or special, and that, too, without 
the expense and embarrassments that 
would result from à duplication of pro- 
fessorships. If a young man desires to 
pursue a classical course exclusively, he 
can do so, and receive à certificate of grad. 
uation forthe same. It he desires to de- 
vote himself to science or arts, to receive 
a good commercial and business educa- 
tion, to graduate as a civil engineer, or to 
study miumg or any other specialty, he 
will enjoy the like facilities without addi- 
tional expense. Should a student desire 
to reduce the ordinary expenses of board 
and tuition, the Agricultural College pre- 
sents to him the epportunity for laboring, 
at a reasonable compensation, on the col- 
lege tarm, or in the mechanical shops, 
while he is receiving thorough instruction 
in science and literature. 

Three young men, properly prepared 
and to be selected by a majority of the 
Justices of the Peace from each represent- 
ative district of Kentucky, are entitled to 
tuition free of charge. In accordance with 
the act of Congress granting the land 
scrip, regular instruction is given to the 
students of the A. and M. College in ia- 
tantry drill, military diseipline and police. 
The uniform is of cadet-gray cloth Tu- 
tion, janitor’s and dormitory fees per ses- 
sion of nine months cost pay students $40, 
and boarding in clubs or private families 
is cheap. The disciplme is excellent and 
the instruction in every department thor. 
ougb, being in charge of a very large corps 
ot eminent professors and instructors.. An 
examination of all the details of study, 
discipline and orgonization, as set forth in 
the catalogue, justifies the hope that 
Kentucky University will soon eclipse the 
ancicnt fame of old Transylvania and be 
recognized as the greatest seat of learning 
in the Mississippi Valley.
